Mr. Roosevelt snys that this 
Is going to accomplish a great reform, 
n social reform, and we are going to 
have an appeal from an interpretation 
of tho constitution by eight or ten 
learned state judges to a popular elec- 
tion to decide whether the particular 
law that they have held valid or In- 
valid Is valid or invalid. 
If another 


law conies up of the same kind af- 
foctlng somebody else, then we will

Who Used Patronage? 


And now, another thing that Mr. 


Roosevelt charges against me is that 
I am making a shameless use of fed- 
oral patronage. Well, you know what 
1 recommended about it. but so long 
as those olllcea remain political, as 
long as congress recognizes them as 
such, they will continue to be politi- 
cal. There arc about 70 per cent of 
men in office who were appointed by 
Mr. Roosovelt. and 
they naturally 


feel, many of them, as between him 
and me. that he is to be preferred. 
1 doubt their judgment, but I defer to

Defeat of Arbitration Treaties. 


Then we succeeded In negotiating 


some 
arbitration 
treaties—treaties 


that would have been wldo steps to- 
ward universal peac<>. 
But for some 


reason unknown to my nr»r.zle wit tod 
brain, Mr. Hoosovclt oppoBod the trea- 
ties, and by those men who supported 
that opposition, his manager. Mr. 
DIxon, and the Democratic votes in 
the senate, those treaties were so 
emasculated that it Is difficult to seo 
whether they contain anything of 
value which ought to be ratified Into 
a treaty. Now, my Idea of progress 
and of the highest progress possible, 
was In thoso arbitration treaties, be- 
cause I saw in them a step toward 
a universal arbitral court, to which 
any nation In the world might resort 
in order to solve a controversy that 
It might have with any other nation, 
and until we get such a court, so that 
every nation can depend Upon it as a 
necessary resort, and one to which It 
can go with a certainty of having a 
question decided, war will not disap- 
pear, and I think that any movement 
In that direction, and this was a de- 
cided step toward that end. is aa pro- 
gressive as any measure that has ever 
.boon suggested to J.ho American peo- 
ple. 


Bosses and the People. 


But I como to another charge upon 


which I wish -to invoke your judg- 
ment as to a fair deal. 
Mr. RJOOSC- 


volt says that this'Is a contest be- 
tween tho bosses and the people, be- 
tween the bosses n'nd the rule of the 
people. 
You would think from what 


he said that we never had had a rule 
of tho people. Well, politics was not 
In nearly so good a condition in tho 
time of Abraham Lincoln as they are 
today, and yet WR have had a rule of 
the people in tho time of Abraham 
Lincoln, and we have had a rule of 
the people in thc'ftlme of William 
McKinley, and we have had a rule of 
tho people in tho tlmo of Theodore 
Roosevelt. H IB only-when you strike 
this poor last administration that the 
rule of tho people disappears, and 
the reason is because"! am the tool 
of tho interest* and' special privilege, 
and that the bosses know who is to 
get In office so that they can control 
him. 


Well, ono of tho things in respect 


to which 1 have not changed my opin- 
ion of Mr. Uoosevclt is In his auda- 
cious courage. 


Controlled Railroad Rates. 


T directed my attorney general to 


bring suit which prevented a raising 
of tho rates of the railroads, until 
congress could pass the last railroad 
bill, which then made It. by law, 
necessary that the interstate com- 
merce 
commission 
should pass on 


thoso rates. Was that in the interest 
of tho railroads? "Was not that fight- 
ing the railroads, to whom I am sup- 
posed to be entirely, subject? 


Then, if there Is a. thing that is true 


nbout tho present administration it ia 
that wo havo prosecuted trusts under 
the anti-trust law wherever we found 
them, without mgard to who wero in 
the directorate, or whose toes wero 
Mopped on. The fact is, that when 
I was a member of Mr. Roosevelt's 
cabinet T understood that to be tho 
policy of that administration, and I 
went out and made a lot of speeches 
upholding that administration on tho 
ground that that was Its policy, and 
that tho anti-trust law ought to be en- 
forced up to tho handle. And now 1 
find Mr. Roosovolt' coming the other 
way anil donoum-tns; tho prosecution 
of.the trusts—tho Standard Oil com- 
pany and the Tobacco company. 15ur- 
loy tobacco Ins never boon so high. 
You talk to tho Kentucky 
farmers 


and ask thorn whether they do not 
approve the decree In the Tobacco 
trust. 


Trusts Prosecuted. 


Now I conic to another part. Tlioro 


wero two trusts that wore not prose-
